“We  had  a good  turnout  last  year  when 
we  only  offered  volleyball  so  we’re  looking 
for  things  to  be  quite  a bit  better  this  year; 
especially  with  the  addition  of  a full  time 
director,”  Coach  Bill  Waris  said.  “This 
year  we  were  looking  for  sports,  team 
sports  primarily,  that  the  students  would 
be  interested  in  and  would  have  time  to 
participate  in.  Along  with  this  we  plan  to 
offer  some  individual  championships  in 
ping  pong,  pool,  and  the  like.” 

The  school  is  also  working  to  make  gym 
facilities  available  for  students  who  are 
unable  to  participate  in  the  team  sports  or 
who  are  just  looking  for  a place  to  work  out. 
These  facilities  and  the  athletic  programs 
are  free  to  Avila  students.  A swimming  fee 
would  be  required  if  a swimming  program 
is  established  but  according  to  Coach  Waris 
“it  seems  questionable  at  this  time.” 

On  the  collegiate  level  competition  is 
going  to  be  tougher. 

“The  basketball  team  is  going  to  be 
playing  a tougher  schedule  against  some  of 
the  major  small  college  teams  in  our  area 
that  have  had  established  programs  for 
quite  a while,”  Waris  said.  “We’re  at  the 
point  after  one  year  that  it  should  have 
taken  us  five  years  to  get  to.” 

This  is  going  to  be  the  first  year  that 
Avila  has  sponsored  a women’s  in- 
tercollegiate program.  The  women  will 
participate  in  basketball,  tennis,  and 
volleyball  and  the  men  will  again  have 
basketball  and  tennis. 

Coach  Waris  encourages  anyone  to  try 
out  for  the  teams.

Elaine  Brand)  Avila  College 
has  been  designing  a Masters 
Degree  in  Special  Education. 
The  College  is  initiating  its 
graduate  program  by  of- 
fering two  Masters  level 
courses,  Educational 
Assessment  and  Behavior 
Management,  this  Fall.  The 
courses  have  been  accepted 
by  the  North  Central  Ac- 
credidation  Association  and 


are  transferable  to  a number 
of  graduate  schools  including 
Kansas  University. 

Accredidation  of  the  full 
Masters  program  is  pending 
North  Central’s  review  of 
Avila  College’s  total 
academic  assets.  Ac- 
credidation for  a graduate 
school  requires  a large 
proportion  of  doctoral

The  basis  for  determining  academic  standing  is  the  point-hour  ratio.  It  is  obtained  by  dividing  the  total  T*" 
grade  points  by  the  total  number  of  semester  hours  successfully  completed,  including  transfer  credit,  excluding  courses 
in  which  the  grades  NC,  W,  AU,  P,  NP,  and  I are  recorded.  


PROGRAM  CHANGES  AND  WITHDRAWALS 

Program  changes  and  withdrawals  are  official  when  fonns  that  are  available  in  the  registrar's  office  have  been  processed.

E.  Lee  to  become  citizen 


Gen.  Robert 

A house  subcommittee 
recently  voted  to  restore 
General  Robert  E.  Lee 
posthumously  to  full 
citizenship  after  110  years 
without  a country. 

The  measure  now  goes 
before  the  full  house  where  it 
needs  two-thirds  approval  in 
order  to  take  effect.  Final 
approval  of  the  issue  would 
end  Lee's  request  which  has 
been  lost  and  victimized  by 


the  traditional  Washington 
red  tape  for  110  years. 

“This  is  a good  example  of 
bureaucratic  delay,”  Rep. 
Hamilton  Fish,  R.-N.Y.,  said 
after  the  Judiciary  sub- 
committee voted  to  restore 
Lee  to  citizenship.  Fish  is  a 
member  of  that  committee. 

“We  are  talking  about  110 
years.” 

Lee,  who  is  well  known  as 
the  Confederate  commander 


at  such  historic  battles  as 
Gettysburg  and  Bull  Run, 
submitted  his  application  for 
pardon  two  months  after 
surrendering  the  Con- 
federacy to  Gen.  Ulysses  S. 
Grant  in  April,  1865,  where  it 
has  laid  largely  unnoticed 
until  three  months  ago  when 
the  Senate  passed  the 
measure  and  sent  it  on  to  the 
house.

EXETER,  NEW  HAMPSHIRE:  While  in  Philadelphia  the 
delegation  from  New  Hampshire  received  notification  from 
their  committee  of  Safety  that  three  companies  had  been 
raised  for  the  defense  of  the  frontier  communities  due  to  the 
alarming  news  from  Canada,  but  lacked  gunpowder. 
Governor  Wentworth  and  his  family  boarded  a warship  off 
Portsmouth  to  seek  refuge  from  the  colonists. 

PHILADELPHIA,  PENNSYLVANIA:  In  an  attempt  to 
counter  the  British  usage  of  Indians,  the  Continental 
Congress  resolved  to  enter  into  an  alliance  with  such  Indian 
Nations,  as  will  enter  into  same,...”  General  Schuyler  was 
notified  that  he  was  to  recruit  as  many  of  the  Green  Mountain 
Boys  as  he  needed  at  Fort  Ticonderoga.  The  South  Carolina 
delegation  asked  that  all  available  gunpowder  be  forwarded 
from  their  province  to  the  American  armies  and  to  import 
additional  amounts  from  Havana,  an  untapped  source.
